Germany ou t “ to get” us in world 
market*, there is hard 
ahead for United States 
copper,

Back of it is a scrap between 
the S tandard and Sinclair oil in­ 
terests, arising from th e fact that 
Sinclair settled its claim against 
Mexico, while S tan d a rd did not. 
Sinclair settled for 
$8,500,000 
and a contract perm itting it 
to 
buy 20.000,000 barrels of Mexican 
oil over a four-year period. Com ­ 
plaint of its rivals is t h a t this oil 
is coming in fast enough to de­ 
press the U. S. m ark et, and that 
much of it is in fact oil 
taken 
from the wells of th e o th er ex­ 
propriated companies. 
T he pen d ­ 
ing hill is supposed to block such 
Importation. 
Sinclair officials, however, say 
th a t under their contract all the 
oil 
th ey 
get must come 
either 
from the wells they 
themselves 
form erly owned,

governm ent. Anyway, they argue,
